Nature. He afterwards wrote to the Pope, 
er in Terms full of Inſolence; which ſhocking 
al the Pontiff's Pride, occaſion'd a new Order 
© from his Holineſs ro the Biſhops, to argue 
with the King, and if they found him ſtill 
al Feontumacious, to declare that his Kingdom 
ſhould be interdicted. Fohn, looking on 
che Remonſtrances of theſe Prelates, as ſo 
4 many Indignities offerd to his Authofity, 
order d them to depart his Preſence, as they 
Jvalued their preſent Safeties. Upon which, 
che Biſhops, after having ſolemnly intet- 
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diced the whole Kingdom, abandon'd the 
King; which threw him into ſo great a Rage, 
that he ſwore he wou d ſend all the Clergy 
to the Pope, and if he found any Romans, 
in his Territories, he wou'd alſo ſend them 
to Rome, having. firſt depriv'd them of their 
Eyes and Noſe, that they might be diſtin- 
guiſh'd from thoſe of other Nations. 

The Clergy, however, without dreading 
the King's Threats, faithfully executed the 
Pontift's Orders; upon which enſued a ge- 
ne:al Ceſſation of Divine Service; while Fohn, 
fearleſs of the Conſcquences of this Inter- 
dict, and diſregarding his Subjects Hatred, 
gave a Looſe to his Fury, and proceeded to 
the moſt violent Methods, putting the 
Biſhopricks, Abbics, and Priories, under the 
Cuſtody of Lay-Men, and commanding all 
the Church Rents to be confiſcated, and 
their Goods and Treaſures ſeiz d. In ſhort, 
ſuch as ſided with the King, were ſuſpend- 
ed by the Pope, and ſuch as obey'd the 
Pope, depriv'd by the King. 

During theſe irregular Proceedings, came 
a new Sentence from Rome, for the Excom- 
munication of the King's Perſon, with ſtrict 
Injunction for all Men to abandon his Pre- 
fence. But John, not heeding theſe Effects 
of his own Raſhneſs, terminated. ſome Dif- 
ference he had with the King of Scotland; 


and reduc'd ales, and Ireland, returning 


with Triumph to London. 
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On his Return from Wales, he was met 


by two Nuncio's from the Pope, who were 


diſparch'd to England, to make Peace be- 
tween the King and Eccleſiaſticks. John 
conſented to the Recall of the proſerib'd 
Biſhops, but not making full Satisfaction for 
the Goods of the Archbiſhop and Biſhops 
formerly confiſcated, the Treaty prov'd in- 
effectual, and the Nuncio's return'd to France, 
having firſt denounc'd Exccration againſt the 
King, and abſolv'd all his Subjects, high and 
low, from their Allegiance to him. The 
Pope, on his Part, enrag d at John's Obſti- 
nacy, folemnly depos d him from his King- 
dom, and wrote to King Philip, to put his 
Senrence in Execution, promiſing to grant 
him the Remiſſion of all his Sins, together 
with the Kingdom of England, in perpetual 
Right, when once he had derhrond the pre- 
{ent Poſſeſſor. il, | 
_ Notwithſtanding the Extent and Riches of 
his own Dominions, Philip could nor help 
looking on this propos'd new Fortuneas wor- 
thy his Glory: Authoriz'd by the Pope, 
the Prerogatives of Infallibility quieted rhoſe 
Scruples concerning the Juſtice of this intended 
Invaſion, which Conſcience often laid in his 
Way. John was with his whole Kingdom inter- 
dicted, and Philip, who was always a Slave

Pope's Interceſſion. A Legate was immediate-

dition, F That John ſhou'd hold his Crown 
as a Feudatary of the Church of Rome, and | 
pay an annual Penfion for the Kingdoms of 
England and Ireland. After which, the Nun- 
cio haſtend to France, to diſſuade Philip 
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from his intended Expedition, exhorting him 
in the Name of God and his Holineſs, to de- 
ſiſt from his Deſigns againſt John, who was 


now. an obedient and reconeild Son to the 
Church of Rome. But Philip, who, like the

Propoſal, alledging, that he had put himſelf 
to a vaſt Expence, and that as he had under- 
taken the Enterprize by the Pope's Com- 
mands, and for the Remiſſion of his Sins, 
no new Cenſures ſhou'd deter him from ir. 

The Queen took ſo little Part in any thing 
that happen'd, that one wou'd have imagin'd 
ſhe was no way intereſted in it.

Fon having now, notwithſtanding the 


Murmuring and Diſaffection of his People, 
rais'd a prodigious Number of Forces, re- 
ſolv'd to direct the Courſe of his Arms to- 
ward Guienne :* Before his Departure, he 
went to take his Leave of the Queen, whom, 
tho' he never left without giving her freſh 
Marks of his Injuſtice, yet the ſtill preſerv d 
her uſual Moderation; which the ſavage 
King, tho in itſelf an Effect of conſummate 
Virtue and Goodneſs, condemnd as Proofs 
of Hatred and Indifference. 
A * Prince 
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prince Lewis gain'd all imaginable Ad- 
vantage over 70hn; but what was a greater 
Shock to this unhappy King, was the total 
Defeat of Otho and his own Forces com- 
manded by the Earl of Salisbury, at the 
Battle of Boxynes, where Philip gain doſo 
ſignal a Victory, that neither the Emperor 
nor the Earls of Flanders and Boulogne were 
ever afterwards able to withſtand him. | 
King John ſeeing his own Weakneſs, was 
oblig'd to ask a Truce, which was granted 
and agreed on, Upon which, he ſet forwatds 
for England ; where, after his Arrival, he 
turn'd his Reſentment againſt his Earls and 
Barons, and to perform his late Engagements 
with the Pope, forcibly took from them great 
Part of their Moveables, and ſo tyrannically 
oppreſs'd them, that they openly revolted 
and took Arms againſt him. Upon which 
enſued a War between the King and his No- 
bilicy, commonly known by the Name of 
the Barons Var; a Civil Feud, which coft 
-England Whole Seas of Blood, and was very 
near being attended with the moſt fatal Con- 
ſequences, by bringing an independent free 
Nation under the arbitrary Subjection of a 
Foreign Prince. 1 | 
In this new Diſturbance, John had again 
recourſe to the See of Rome, requiting 
from the Pope Succours, which he could nor 
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hope to obtain elſewhere. But, alas the 


Arms of that Empire only conſiſted in thun- 
dering Cenſures and Anathema s. However, 
ie being at preſent the Popes Intereſt to 
vindicatc Jahns Proceedings, and put an End 
to his Troubles, he was viſited by a Legato 


from his Holinefs, who, by à definitive Sen- 


tence from the Roman College, damn d and 
caſſated the Barons Charter of Liberties, and 
ſoon aſter, generally excommunicated them 
all by Name, and interdicted their Lands; 
which, Cenfure, tho it gave a dangerous Blow: 
to their Faction, they at firſt very little ro- 
garded; but at length, ſceing their Eſtates 
given away to Strangers, their: Wives and 
Daughters violated, they refolvd upon 2 
deſperate Project, which was to deliver the 
Kingdom into the Hands of Lewis, the 
Dauphine of France, and accordingly de 
puted ſome of their Body, witli Letters of: 
Allegiance, to implore King Philip to ſend

Landry was in the Bloom of Vouth and 


Vigour; his Perſon was extremely graceful; 
his Wit quick and ſprightly, but his Temper 
ambitious, bold, and enterprizing ; in ſhort, 
he had all the Requiſites to pleaſe a Woman 
of Fredegund's Temper. And, indeed, ſhe 
grew ſo paſſionately fond of him, and their 
Intrigue ſo publick, that Chilperic was the 
only one that did not perceive it. During

Mustapha s Diſgrace, ſhe was ſoon convinc d 
the Princes: were not guilty, The Remem- 
brance ſhe preſerv'd of Zeungir was not ſo 
ſlight, but it employ'd almoſt every Hour 
of her Life. Soliman s Anger made her ſome- 
times tremble for the Prince's Safety, and be- 
ing ignorant, that Muſtapha had been ſuſpect- 
ed on her Aceount, becauſe that his Letters 
never reach d Tachmas, ſhe imagin'd that the 
Sultans | Reſentment proceeded only from 
the too generous Treatment ſhe had receiv'd 
at Mir ga. Their common Misfortunes were 
often the Subject of theit Converſation with 
Alinda, and ſhe was then talking to her, 
when a little Noiſe ſhe heard at the Entrance 
of her Tent, oblig d her to turn her Head of 
that Side, and ſhe perceivd a Man coming 
in, whom at firſt ſhe took for Bajazer, who 
&er her Guard was changed and doubled, had 
often importun d her with his odious Paſſion; 
but a Moment after her Eyes undeceiv'd her, 
and ſne ſaw Zeangir, at her Feet, before ſhe 
had time to prevent it; notwithſtanding her 
preſent Diſtreſs, the Sight of the belov d Prince 


filld her tender Soul with an agreeable Diſ- 


order: Zeangir, on the contrary, appear d

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overwhelm'd with Grief.” Rage, Indignati- 
on, Pity, and Deſpair follow'd the cruel Re- 
flexion of Perſe/ia's falln Condition and Cap- 
tivity. The Sentiments of his Soul were too 
apparent in his Looks, to eſcape the ſympa- 
thizing Princeſs'; ſhe ſighd, and Zeangir 
(whom Riuftan, to affect an entire Complai- 
nce, had not offer'd to follow) aſſuming the 
Diſcourſe, '* Oh Perſelia, ſaid the Prince,

Zeangir took not the leaſt Notice of his 
Suſpicion of him, but even confidently poke 
to him of Bajazet's Paſſion: But the Vizier 
aſſur d him he had nothing to apprehend from 
that Prince, Roxtlanus Diſpleaſute at it 
being an eternal Obſtacle to his amorous 
Pretenſions. eee "OU a . 
Zeangtr retired to indulge himſelf in the 
raviſhing Hope of Perſeh:a's being fayourably 
inclin'd ro his Paſſion, while Ruſtan left him 
to give Roxelana an Account of what had 
paſt. Bajazet's unſeaſonable Love gate her 
no ſmall Uncaſineſs: After her Defign on 
Muſtapha's Life, ſhe had no greater or more 
important Intereſt, and her haughry Soul 
often ſighd at it in private. Perſelia, the dan- 
gerous beautiful Perſe/za, whoſe fatal Charms, 
alter a perfect Conqueſt of Zeangir, had ſub- 
jected to their Sway the fierce ambitious 
Bajazet, ſucceeding Tranſports of Rage pro- 
ſetib'd a Victim to her Fury.

Roxelana was too well known to him, to ex- 
pect the leaſt Moderation of her Hatred 3 and 
if the Remembrance oſ a dear Wife and Child 
ſnock d hig.

His Wick- 
ed Mother, ſeeing to what ſtupendious Heigth 
Eccleſiaſtical Dighities raisd Men in that 
Age of Darkneſs, and prompted by Motives 
very contrary to- Piety, had already deſtin'd 
him a Paſtor of the Church, being reſolved 
to leave no Stone unturn d to render the Pa- 
pal Throne hereditary to the! Poſterity of 
Sergius; and as Cuy was a mere Shadow; 
diſtinguiſh' d only by Reflexion, Slave to kh 
Pope, Marogia, and his own Tndolence, "the 
found it no difficult Matter to ſueceed in her 
Deſigns,” and lay a ſure Foundation for her 
Sons futute Fortune.

Perſon of his Indolence, who little cared to 
edify the truly Pious by his Example, pro- 
vided he copld pleaſe the Bigots. , 
During the Time that A/beric lov'd and w 
belov'd atthe King of ah's Court, Guy ali 
Marozia acted widely different from each 
other; the firſt was making great Prepara- 
tions for a War, which he had no Mind to 
go to, while ſhe perſecuted all honeſt Souls 
at Rome. 'Twas through her Channel only, 
that Pardons and Benefjces were diftribured ; 
and theſe ſhe tax d ar ſuch Prices, as ſoon 
amaſs d her a conſiderable Heap of Treaſure. 
The Holy Father, ſubmiſſive to her Will, was 
in every thing guided by her. What Prodi- 
ies of Vice, what inconceivable Exceſſes of 
Impiety and Diſſolution did each revolvin 
Day produce ! ſuch as Hiſtory, tho full of 
ſtrange Events, ner. parallel'd! The well- 
invented Fables of the Antients, which lay 
before our Eyes ſuch monſtrous Crimes, are 
modeſt, in Compariſon to thoſe which fill'd 
the Vatican and Rome : But Death at length 
put a Period to their Progreſs and the Life 
of Sergius. Anaſtazins, L. Ando, Fohn II. 
Leon VI. and Stephen VII. were choſen ſuc- 
ceſſively, and reign'd but a ſhort Time. Du- 
ring their Reigns, Marogia took ſuch wiſe 
and powerful Meaſures for the Accompliſh- 
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ment of her Deſigns, that her darling Son 
John, tho' unqualified: by Age or Capacity, 


tho' more than any other unworthy ſo emi- 
nent a Station, was rais'd to the Holy See; 


wherein he exactly followed his - Father's 


Footſteps, nor deviated in the leaſt from the 


bright Examples he had left him. But this 
was not the only Turn of Fortune. Cuy, 
ſoon after 70hn's Inheritance of St. Peter's 
Patrimony, died alſo, and left Marogia to a 
full Liberty of ſeeking new Engagements. 
As all her Actions were anſwerable to the 
natural Boldneſs of her Temper, and gene. 
rally not without Cauſe, ſhe artfully engag d 
High to come to Rome, promiſing him the 
quiet and peaccable Poſſeſſion of that City. 

Hitherto tlie King of 1raly had been thought 
free from thoſe Vices which render Soy reigns 


obnoxious to Cenſure or Hatred; but pu

The petty Sovereignties over 
which he reign'd, to his now growing Ambi- 
tion, appear d defpicably mean, and inc 


derable; and tho till then he had loudly in-

duce to his Intereſt, and now as loudly ap- 
plauded it, to facilitate new Advantages to 
himſelf. 

As to the Pope, he no ſooner faw his good, 
commodious Mother turn Pandar to his Luſt, 
than his Paſſion threw oft all Reſtraint, and 
imagining that St. Peter's delegated Key's 
cou'd as eaſily introduce him into A/da's Heart, 
as in Heaven, he renounc d all Deference and 
Reſpect, to give a Looſe to his Crimes, as un- 
bounded as his uſurp'd Authority. 

The Apoſtolick Court was, one of the fineſt 
Days in Autumn, walking in the Gardens of 
the Caſtle of St. Angelo, which Maroxia had 
cultivated with extream Care and great Ex- 
pence.
